Reviving of operations in}/H. Manker of 


Trial of ©. Lomiho, one of 
the eight. accused slayers held 
in the county jail, was yester- 
day postponed until Oct. 9 be- 
cause the court calendars are 
clogged with murder cases. 
Lomiho, a_ Filipino, was 
prought to court to hear the 
postponement order by Supe- 
rior Judge Charles L. Allison. 

Lomiho’s trial was original- 
ly set for Sept. 15. A week 
later, the joint trial of Jack 
Slater and Jamees Brown for 
the slaying of Jim West at 
Needles will’ begin. Next 
week; the trial of Joseph H. 
Watts for the slaying of Al- 
fred Hey opens before Judge 
Allison. 

Lomiho, too, requested the 
delay, asking more time in 
which to prepare a defense to 
the charge of killing one of his 
countrymen, Andrew Barleta, 
near hére} early this year. 

With numerous criminal 
cases set for early hearing, the 
trying of three murder cases 
within a month was next to 
impossible, all the cases re- 
quiring a vast amount of work 
in summoning witnesses and 
veniremen, in addition: to in- 
troducing evidence in the 
trials. , 

The Watts ease opens next 
Tuesday. A score of witness- 
es have been ealled by the 
state, including residents of 
Ogden, Salt Lake City and 
Detrcit-—all along the route 
traveled by Watts and Hey 
before Hey’s death. Watts’ 
brother, Barry, will be brought 
from San Quentin, where he “is 
serving a sentence for grand 
larceny in connection with the 
asserted. stealing of Hey’s 
bank account from a Los An- 
geles bank by fraud.

Among some ancient archives someone has 
found the cost sheets of the Columbus expe- 
dition of fortune hunting and trade exten- 
sion which led to the discovery of America. 
Tf the records are not authentic, the figures 
contained therein are probably not far from 
the actual cost of that trans-Atlantic journey 
of 1492. 

According to this record, Columbus’ ships 
—the Nina, the Pinta and the Santa Maria— 
cost him $2,800, the salary of the discoverer 
was $320 a year and the total cost of the ex- 
pedition amounted to the munificent sum 
of $7,200. 

Columbus exhibited less business acumen 
than Queen Isabella in choosing the time they 
did for this voyage of eyploration. For the 
money Queen Isabella spent for a whole con- 
tingent she couldn’t buy an ermine_ robe to- 
day. On the other hand had Christopher 
chosen 1925 for his discovery he could obtain 
lecture engagements which would pay him 
more per lecture than his yearly salary in 
1492. 

First rate discoverers in Columbus’s day 
seem to have enjoyed as magnificent emolu- 
ments as second rate preachers do today. 
What a world of irony there is in the com- 
parison of the cost of the Columbus expedi- 
tion with a movie star’s salary or a cham- 
pion’s share of the fight receipts. 

One wonders why there are not more ex- 
plorers today than in the time of Columbus 
in view of the greater rewards offered by 
modernity and the fact that it is no longer 
customary to throw them into prison upon 
their triumphant return.

150 Years of Progress 


Uncle Sam’s postal service on July 26 cele- 
brated its 150th birthday. It has been one of 
the richest blessings that any government has 
ever bestowed upon its people. The story of 
postal service, from July 26, 1775, when Ben- 
jamin Franklin was appointed postmaster 
general, to this date, from pony express to 
airplane, forms one of the most romantic 
chapters in American history. 

The vision of the fathers was to establish 
a system of communication among the people 
which would be the foundation of a govern- 
ment which naturally depends for its exist- 
ence upon an informed electorate, would pro- 
mote the exchange of commerce, and link 
society in common fies under the flag. 

From this lofty standpoint the present con- 
troversy concerning methods to make the pos- 
tal service a self-sustaining or profit-making 
branch of government, even to the point 
where second class rates become excessive 
and the press turns to private carriers for 
relief, seems weak and watery indeed. More 
than tongue can estimate, the postal service, 
based upon high social and political ideals, 
has been the promoter through a century and 
a half of progress of the plane of life that 
America has reached in 1925.

(Redlands Facts) 

Corn stalks in the corn belt have always 
been just so much agricultural waste, and it 
is estimated that the United States produces 
yearly about 100,000,000 tons. Iowa alone 
produces about 25,000,000 tons. Obviously, if 
some use could be found-for this product, it 
would eliminate a huge waste and create a 
new source of income, a very desirable thing 
both for the farmer and the nation. 

So reasoned the engineering department of 
the Iowa State C which, after much ex- 
perimentation has pe ected a process-of mak- 
ing paper from corn stalks, converting mate- 
rial that was dead loss into a product worth, 
at present pricés, $15 a ton. Multiplied by 
the number of tons produced each year in the 
United States a stupendous result is shown. 
In the process of paper making a very ad- 
hesive and valuable by-product is also created. 

This in itself would be sufficiently impor- 
tant, but its significanée is. enhanced by the 
fact that it will reseue an industry already 
losing out with the passing of our forests— 
paper making. If this enormous amount of 
waste corn stalks can be utilized instead of 
wood pulp, it would also conserve much of 
the remaining forest lands for other ‘purposes, 
a most important item: _ 

The new industry, locating at its source of 
supply of raw material, would create a manu- 
facturing industry in entirely new centers, a 
distinct advantage to| both the’ industry and 
the corn belt. This is another great adven- 
ture of science that may result in many states 
of the west turning their waste product into 
a flood of gold.

ONTARIO NEWS 


Fix Tax Rate 
It will require a total of $96,- 
075.80 to conduct the affairs of 
the City of Ontario and take care 


of its bonded indebtedness during 
the fiscal year 1925-26, according 
to an ordinance fixing the amount, 
which was given first reading be- 
fore the city council last night. A 
second ordinance, also given first 
reading, fixed the tax rate at $1.60 
for the “new city” and $1.63 for 
the “old city,” an increase over 
last “year’s rate of 2 cents. 

Of the total amount to be raised 
by taxation, $49,042.30 is for the 
general fund; $4,904 for the music, 
parks and advertising fund; $7,356 
for the park fund; $7,000 for the 
library fund, and a total of $27,- 
773 for the various bond funds, 
Of the last amount, however, $10.- 
063 is for the municipal water 
bond fund, which is almost entire- 
ly taken care of by receipts from 
the municipal water system, so 
that a merely nominal tax is 
levied. With the reading of these 
ordinances, City Clerk D. B. 
Wynne took occasion to remark 
that their passage would be the 
first since the ordinance fixing the 
tax rate last year, indicating that 
Ontario is not suffering from what 
is popularly termed the law-mak- 
ing craze. 

Purchase from J. R. Johnson of 
a tract of 17 acres of water-bear- 
ing land at Buclid Avenue and 
Dessau Street at a cost of $18,500 
for future water development and 
park purposes was unanimously 
approved by the council, which 
will enter into a contract for its 
purchase at once with a small pay- 
ment down and ask for the bal- 
ance in a bond issue. It was 
reported that there is already a 
good producing well on the tract. 

After a discussion regarding the 
proposed parking ordinance, which 
came up for second reading at 
this time, City Attorney E. H. Jol 
liffe was instructed to prepare an 
ordinance which will include all 
city traffic regulations for presen- 
tation at the next meeting of the 
council. It was recommended that 
the proposed two-hour parking 
limit be enforced on the business 
district portions of A, B, C and 
Transit Streets, Laurel and Lemon 
Avenues and Commercial Court, 
as well as on Euclid Avenue. 

The council voted to increase 
the salaries of Police Officers 
Arthur Axley and Harry Smith by 
$10 a month each, or to $135 and 
$110 per month, respectively. 

City Service Manager Oo. S. Roen 
was instructed to order the con- 
struction of sidewalks on the east 
side of Vine Avenue between A 
and Nevada Streets where not.al-

Mr. Spencer told of the work 
of the chamber’s indystrial com- 
mittee in this regard, reciting 
how in the case of a prospective 
new industry for the city, its fin- 
ancial rating, the reasons for its 
moving, its requirements in regard 
to finances, labor, water, power 
and other matters were all care-| 
fully looked into. He stated that, 
before the chamber could “go af- 
ter’ an industry it must be pre- 
pared to say whether or not On- 
tario can fill the necessary re- 
quirements. 

The speaker took the stand that 
the Realty Board is vitally inter- 
ested in the establishment of new 
industries here, inasmuch as the 
establishment of new homes here 
will be in proportion to the city’s 
industrial growth, and he urged 
the fullest cooperation of the real- 
tors with the chamber of com- 
merce.

26,000 CONFINED IN 
STATE, PRIVATE 
INSTITUTIONS 


Exiled from society, more than 
26,000 people are living in state 
and private institutions, including 
the two penitentiaries, according 
to a report by W. D. Wagner, 
former San Bernardino resident, 
and now director of state institu- 
tions. Of this number, 2,679 are 
confined at the Southern Cali- 
fornia State Hospital at Patton. 

This “shadow” population of the 
state is increasing at the rate of 
approximately 1400 -each year, 
which may or may not be of 
alarming significance; except as a 
housing problem. 

Approximately half the number 
are in hospitals for the insane; 
another group is represented in 
the home for the feeble-minded. 
Less than 10,000 are in penal in-

Governor, Scored 

Decrying what he termed as the 
“niggardliness” of Governor Friend 
W. Richardson’s asserted economy 
measures in matters dealing with 
the real estate interests of Cali- 
fornia at the expense of the real- 
tor, Mayor Willard D. Ball, in an 
informal talk before the Ontario 
Realty Board, yesterday recited 
several instances in which the 
state’s chief executive has “pock- 
eted” bills of the greatest im- 
portance to realty men after their 
unanimous passage by both houses 
of the State Legislature. Oscar 
Arnold, prominent Ontario bank- 
er, recited an instance in which 
the Governor had acted similar- 
ly regarding a bill of great im- 


portance to the banking inter-| 


ests. 

Mayor Ball’s comments om the 
Governor's actions were brought 
out in a report of a recent meet- 
ing of the board of directors of 
the State Real Estate Association 
in Los Angeles, which the On- 
tario executive attended. Mayor 
Ball referred to a bill passed by 
the last session of tho legislature 
providing..that in the case of the 
sale of property. under court juris- 
diction the broker who works up 
the deal shall receive half the 
commission, even though another 


broker at the eleventh hour and |}, 


with little work, brings in a client 
willing to pay a higher price and 
makes the purchase. Under the 
present law, the man who did all 
the work receives nothing. When 
this bill reached the Governor, it 


received the “pocket veto,” how-' 


ever, according to the speaker.

Estate Commissioner and provid- 
ing for an appropriation of $20,- 


stitutions and industrial schools. 
Two thousand of the state’s chil- 
dren are in three industrial schools 


or are on parole. 

Facts and figures contained in 
the quarterly census bulletin is- 
sued by Mr. Wagner, shows the 
distribution of California’s disen- 
franchised citizens and incompet- 
ents. Their net increase for the 
quarter ending July 1, last,. was 
348, a total of 371 having entered 
the ‘various institutions and 23 
being released. * 

San Quentin Largest. 

San Quentin penitentiary has the 

largest roll of any state institu- 
tion, with 5187. There are 2190 
prisoners at Folsom, the state’s 
other prison. San Quentin houses 
“first termers’ and Folsom holds 
the more hardened felons who 
havve been sentenced two or more 
jtimes. There are sixty women 
convicts at San Quentin; none at 
Folsom. 
The figures covering the two 
state prisons include those prison- 
ers on parole, that number being 
1309 from San. Quentin and 229 
from Folsom. The state’s six hos- 
pitals for the insane, Agnews, Men- 
docino, Napa, Norwalk, Southern 
California and Stockton, have 13,- 
1378 patients, including 1097 on pa- 
role. Stockton has 3227; Napa, 
/ 3064; Soutrern California Hospital 
| at Patton, 2679; Agnews, 1940; 
Norwalk, 1288, and Mendocino has 
1180. The south has 406 patients, 
the north has 9311. During the 
quarter there was an increase of 
170 patients. 

The Sonoma State Hospital for 
the Feeble-Minded has a roll of 
2475, including 514 on parole. 

Juvenile Delinquents 

Juvenile delinquents in the state 
total 2013, of. whom only 288 are 
girls, according to the director’s 
report. Of the girls, 106 are on 
parole and only 182 are actually in 
the institution at Ventura. 

The Preston School of Industry 
at Ione has a roll of 1095 boys, in- 
cluding 431 on parole. At the 
Whittier State School there are 
530 boys on the rolls, 218 being 
on parole. ; 

There was no net increase in 
the juvenile institution inmates 
last quarter, the increase and de- 
crease balancing at 23 each. 

There are 124 inmates of the 
state’s industrial home for adult 
blind. 

The director’s report notes that 
there are 995 inmates of private 
institutions on June 30 last.

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The Mode Holds Possibilities of Beauty and 
Differentness — But Their Achievement 
is, At Times, a Thing of Mystery. 


EVER, in the history of fash-jordinary treatment that achieves 


fon, has there been so varied | 
there | 


a mode. Never has 

been a time when so many 
distinct vogues have existed, each 
content, apparently, to go its way 
without interfering with the other 
or attempting to rival it. It would 
almost seem that each one recog- 
nizes the right of the other to 
existence, which is extremely satis- 
factory to the wearers of these 
modes. 

Everybody is wearing an en- 
semble - this - that - or - the - other- 
thing; a two-piece, jumper dress, 
@ coat frock, a dress of sheer 
fabric, a silk coat or some other 
one of the many definite fashions 
of the hour. Now variety is nice 
in its general sense of gratifying, 
but it loses its niceness when it is 
so thoroughly absorbed into the 
mode that it loses its individuality. 
And this is, seemingly, the present 
danger, while the exact opposite is 
true. 

You may say—Well! an ensem- 
ble is an ensemble, a jumper outfit 
is @ jumper outfit,” and so on and 
on. In a general way this is true, 
but a little study reveals the fact 
that variety exists in each separate 
vogue, and is attained in ways s0 
subtle that they are hard to define. 
Subtlety is simplicity, simplicity is 
elegance, and elegance character- 
ises the many interpretations of 
the mode in general. 

Even Fabrics Contribute A Part 

No elegance is more subtle than 
that of fabrics, which must exist 
before a model can be created. 
The supple softness of them, their 
fine texture, their exquisite color- 
ings are, not infrequently, quite 
enough of ornamentation. And the 
combination of one fabric with 
another or the blending of one tone 
with another can often be relied 
upon to finish what the material 
itself has begun. 

Much of the seemingly. elusive 
charm that characterizes present- 
day fashions ia due to a harmonious 
blending of shades or of apparent- 
ly distinct colors. There are bril- 
Mant tones, but they belong, by 
rights, to sports wear, and it is 
when ‘there is a subtle fusion of 
apparently unrelated tints that an 
unusual effect is produced. The 
use of gray with brown is an 
example of this, it is unexpected, 
but smart. 

Simplicity is imperative, and it ts 
when it is achieved in some un- 
usual way that we apply the term 
subtle to it, This subtlety came in 
with the widened hemline that 
made possible more than one 
version of the flared silhouette. It 
will be noticed, however, that 
however devious the route that ts 
traveled, the end is unassumingly 
simple. 


The Unexpected Trimming Touch 

A murvey of the many models of 
frocks, suits and coats serves to 
prove the value of trimming-——espe- 
clally if it be applied in a manner 
that is unusu It is the sugges- 
tion, not the ity, that is most 
effective in expressing an idea, it is 
the motif that !eeves one in doubt, 
rather than the actuality that is 
plainly seen at first glance. It is 
the use of a medium we have asso- 
ciated with one idea for the defin- 
ing of one utterly different that 
makes gor individuality. . 

It may be-a line of piping, bands 
of stitching, graduated, perhaps; 
an unusual collar treatment, a 
‘bolero, or cape effect on the back 
of a coat, or it may be gay buttons 
that give the arresting touch to the 

model. But it is the out-of-the- 


subtlety, which is synonymous with 
individualized charm. Fabric, color, 
unusual line or unexpected trim- 
ming touch—these make up the 
desirable characteristic of elegance. 

There are many clever variations 
of the jabot on blouses, frocks and 
even coats, the latter presenting the 
problem of ‘When is a rever not a 
rever?” and answering it with the 
jabot. The ruffle has returned to 
fashion with ideas of its own, set- 
ting its frivolity against the stark 
simplicity of the tailored mode. It 
is a time of contrasts-—the grave 
with the gay. 

Chosen Models Show A Subtle 

Touch 

Four of the pictured models—all 
designed for evening wear, tell a 
story of subtle touches added to 
themes that might, otherwise, seem 
trite and commonplace. They ex- 
Ploit the vogue for sheer materials, 
and seem to prove conclusively the 
wisdom of this vogue. In passing 
{t may be noted that the sheer 
fabrics have elements of practical- 
ity, for they clean well and wear 
acceptably. 

The model of white chiffon, mad» 
tunic fashion over a slip, has a cir.. 
cular flounce of filmy lace that be- 
gins at the waistline. It is repeated 
on the slip and finishes the sleeves, 
the point of joining outlined in a 
thread-like embroidery. Note the 
slight fullness each side of the 
waistline and the rose motif that 
peeps through the fabric at the left.

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Just What Makes an

HE word “ensemble” is °much 

overworked in fashion com- 

ments of the season. It ig the 

“Open Sesame” to smartness 
on che eyes of the average woman, 
but is quite as likely to be a bar 
to it, if-its parts are not carefully 
fitted together. Many costumes are 
not ensembles at ‘all, though the 
wearer of the outfit is serene in the 
satisfaction that the feeling of good 
grooming ind correct appareling 
always gives.

This, in spite of the fact that the 
word ensemble is broad of inter- 
pretation, and may be variously 
construed to fit many purposes.

STATE FRUIT CROP 
HIT BY HEAT WAVE 


In certain localities in the 
state excessive heat during the 
early part of July injured or- 
anges, grapes, prunes and 
peaches, though the damage 
was not acute, the California 
crop report as of August 1 
discloses. 

“There has been a decline in 
the conditions of oranges dur- 
ing the past month due to hot 
weather and also the usual 
‘drop’ which came later this 
year, ’’ the report states, add- 
ing that ‘‘a compilation of re- 
ports showed the condition te 
be 84 per cent of a normal, 
compared with 82 last year 
and a 10-year average of 75. 
The condition of oranges in 
Florida on Aug. 1 was esti- 
mated to be 85 per cent of a 
normal as compared with 59 
last year and a 94 in 1923. 

‘“‘The condition of the lemon 
crop declined one point during 
July and is now estimated to 
be 80 per cent- of a normal 








and a 10-year average of 78. 

“Phere was a slight decline 
in-the condition of the peach 
crop the past month as some 
fruit was damaged that was 
mature during thé time of the 
extreme heat. The August 1 
condition of 79 per cent of a 
normal indicates a total pro- 
duction of 387,000 tons, com- 
pared with 320,000 tons pro- 
duced in 1924. 

‘“‘The condition of the apple 
erop declined during July and 
was estimated to be 48 per 
cent of a normal on Aug. 1. 
This is the lowest condition 
ever reported at this date. 

‘Reports indicate no change 
in the pear outlook, compared 
with a month ago when the 
crop was estimated to be 148,- 
000 tons, compared with 133,- 
000 tons produced in 1924. 

‘he apricot harvest is 
about completed, the total crop 
approximating 147,000 tons, as 
compared . with 137, 000 tons 
harvested in 1924, and 210,000 
tons in 1923. 

‘The condition of all-grapes 
declined 8 points during July 
and was estimated to be 79 
per cent of a normal on Aug. 
1, This-may be compared with 
a 10-year average of 87. Sun- 
burn damage was quite serious
